Since that communication, it is well known 
that additional forces bave been landed. 

The House would, therefore, respectfully in 
quire why the British forces were not landed, to 
assert our just right to the island in question, 
and to uphold the honor of our country and our 
Queen. 

The House would most urgenUy impress u 
your Exellency to enforce upon Her Majesty's 
Government the necessity of demanding from 
the Government of the United States, bot ouly 
the immediate withdrawal of those troops, but 
also strenvousiy and at all sto maintain 
Her right to the isiand ia question, and also ti 
ail other islands in the same archipelago, now 
so clandestinely, dishonorably and dishouestly 
invaded.

Sin: L have the honor to inform you of the 
receipt of an official copy of a protest made by 
you to the occupation of San Juan Island. in 
Paget Sound, by a company of the United 
States troops under my command. 

This id copy was furnished by Captain 
Hornby, of Her Majestr’s ship Tribune, to the 
United States’ officer in command at San Juan 
Island, Capt. Geo. Pickett, of the 9th Infantry 
of the American Army, together with a commu- 
nication threatening a joist occupation of the 
San Juan Island by the forces of Her Majesty's 
ship Tribune Plumper and Sattelite, now in the 
harbor of that Island, by your order. 

As the military commander of the department 
of Oregon, assigned to that command by the 
President of the United States, I have the honor 
to state for your information, that by such au- 
thority invested in me, I placed a military com- 
mand upon the Island of San Juan to protect 
the American citizens residing on that Island 
from the insults and indignities which the brit- 
ish authorities of Vancouver's Island and the 
establishment of the Hudson's Bay Compan 
have recently offered them, by sending a British 
ship of war Vancouver's Island to convey 
the chief factor of the Hudson's Bay Company 
to San Juan, for the purpose of seizing an 
American citizen and forerbly transporting bim 
be Vancouver's Island to be tried by British 
aws.

EUROPEAN NEWS BY THE ARA~- 
BIA’S MAILS, 


The great event of the week had been the de- 
parture of the Great Easteruſor sea. The ves- 
sel pi down the Thames as far as Pur- 
fleet on the 7th, and anchored there for the tide 
of the following morning. Her departure from 
her moorings, accompanied by four powerful 
tugs, two at her bows and two ut her stern, gave 
rise to a scene of the greatest enthusiasm on 
the Thames, which was continued at all promi- 
nent points. Capt. Harrison and a most experi- 
enced Thames pilot directed the ship's motion. 
Mr. Scott Russell was on the bridge, directing 
the action of the engines, both of wluch, screw 
and paddle, were under steam. Captain Com- 
stock, late of the Collins steamer Baltic, stood 
alt to transmit directions to the men at the 
wheel, the new steering apparatus not being 
completely fitted. The very first turn in the 
river demonstrated that the ship was as com- 
pletely under command as a river steamer, and 
that the only difficulties to overcome were sharp 
curves in the stream. She steered as easily as 
a wager boat, and ber engines were found ¢ apa- 
ble of starting her or arresting her motion, 
literally, almost by a single motion of the band. 
The difficulty experienced was at Hlack⸗ 
well Point, where the river forms an acute an- 
gle, and in the centre of the channel at this 
point a barque and a schooner had unfortu- 
nately anchored. There was an anxious and 
perilous delay of fifteen minutes, but the den- 
ger was passed, and there was no other ser ous 
cause for uneasiness. There was not a single 
regular seaman on board during the river trip, 
the crew not baying joined her. There were 
— ovations at Greenwich, Blackwell. 

roolwich and other points, where immense 
crowds had assembled. At Parfleet the shi 
swung round to her single anchor in beautif 
style, and the anchor, Trotman’s patent, never 
yielded an inch from the spot where it dropped. 


On the Sth, the Great Eastern got up steam 
and wei anchor at 4:40 A. M., when she 
started from Purfleet for the Nore. As on the 


preceding day, she was accompanied by tugs; 
and the enthusiasm along the river, particularly 
at Gravesend, was very great. On arriving at 
Chapman's Head, at the top of Seareach, the tags 
cast off, and the great vessel was left to herself. 
Increased speed was then got on ber, simply to 
give her good steerage way and move her en- 
Zines ily, but with po view to a test of her 
power. In ten minutes, however, says the cor- 
respondent of the Zunes, she set at rest forever 
all doubt as to her’ being the fastest vessel, be- 
yond comparison. in the world. Employing 
less than two-thirds of her power, in the worst 
trim, being six inches down by the head, and too 
high out of water to permit her paddies or screw 
biades to work properly, and with a strong tide 
against ber, she ran a distance ot fifteen statute 
miles in 55 mivutes. The engines worked with 
astonishing case, aud there was scareely avy 
vibration perceptible. Before anchoring, the 
vessel was put about, aud went completely round 
in less thar three-quarters of a mile. At 12:30 
the vessel anchored at the Nore. She was to 
leave the Nore on the morning of the ¥th, and 
steam away easily for Portiand, Dorsetshire, 
which harbor she wes expected to reach early 
on the morning of the 1th. 

Much regret was felt that serious illness pre- 
rented Mr. Brunel from being on board to share 
ju the triumph. 

The Great Eastern left the Nore at fifteen min- 
utes past nine o'clock on thé Morning of Friday, 
and was off Dover at 3 F. M., with strong west- 
erly winds and thick rain.—English Paper. 


The Preposed d German Consti- 
tution, 


The following is from the Berlin correspond- 
ent of the London Jims, under date of Sep- 
tember : 


“From what has already appeared in your 
columns on the subject of the national move- 
ment in Germany, your readers will be able to 
appreciate the importance of the new Eisenach 
resolutions, just published, and of which I send 
you a translation. Representatives of twenty- 
one of the States into which Germany was di- 
vided were present at the meeting when these 
resolutions were passed, and among them were 
many of the most distinguished men of all sec- 
tions of the liberal party. 

The immediate dangers which threaten Eu- 
rope aud Germany, and the necessity to subor- 
dinate party feelings to the common cause of 
German v. bave brought together a number 
of men, belongiog partly to the Democratic, 
partly to the constitutional parties, to come to 
an understanding on the creation of 4 United 
German Constitution, and the common action 
required to attain this object. 

hey have agreed to the iollowiog resolutions 
as subsidiary to the declarations put forth at 
Eisenach on the 17th of Jaly, and at Hanover on 
the 19th of the same month: 

i. We see in the present political situation 
great dangers for the independence of our Ger- 
man Fatherland, which bave been increased 
rather thao diminished by the peace concluded 
between Austria and France. 

2. These dangers arise from the imperfect fed- 
eral cohstitation of Germany, and they can only 
he avoided by a speedy change in this coustitu- 


3. To this end it is necessary that the German 

Diet should be replaced by a firm, strong and 

anent central government, and that a Na- 
jonal Assembly should be called. 

4. In the present circumstances it is only b 
Prussia that effectual steps can be taken to 
this end; to secure the initiative of Prussia, 
must, therefore, be the object of our efforts. 

5. Should Germany be again threatened from 
wi before the Central Government is deti- 
hitely constituted, the conduct of her military 
forces and diplomatic relations abroad must be 
confided to Prussia. 

6. It is the duty of every German to give his 
support to the Prussian Government, so lone as 
its aims coiocide with the aims and necessities 
of Germany, aud its actions are directed to se- 
toe a strong, free and united 
Constitution, 

7. We expect from all friends of the German 
Fatherland, whether they belong to the Demo- 
¢ratic or Constitutional party, that they prefer 
the national i nee and union to the 
claims of party, and will work together with 
with perseverance to arrive at 
@ strong German unity.
